Graham 
hat the names of the bondholders of 
he Quebec & Saguenay Railroad are 
inknown to him, The people of Can- 
ida have a right to know to whom 
they are paying millions, and it je the 
luty of the Finance minister to tell 
them. The unsophisticated Parisians 
who put their money Into the railway 
through the lure of an exuberant 
drospectus sold out at 660 cents on 
the dollar when the construction of 
the line was stopped ror want of 
funds. They feared they would fare 
worse {f they refused the offer. Pro- 
bably their fears were justified. Hav- 
ing no pull at Ottawa, they would 
have been unable to make the Gov- 
ernment see the advantage of buying 
the property. The Canadian group 
who purchased the bonds at bargain- 
counter prices had friends at court, 
and are hopeful of an arrangement 
by which they will unload their se- 
curities on the country at par.

Great influences are beinr brougi 
to bear in Wasnington by certain or- 
ganizations whose purpose it is to 
drive alcoholic beverages tfom the 
American menus, upon Preeident Whi- 
son and (he members of congress, to 
mako national prohlibtion a war meas- 
ure, and the fight which these organ- 
\zations are presenting has the liquor 
sNtarests sitting up to take notice. 

A brief sketch of the action of the 
belligerent countries on the other side 
ig apropos of the action which is be- 
ing pushed in Washington. At an 
early stage in the war in Austria-~-Hun- 
gary the hours for the sale of intoxi- 
cants were liimted on ordinary days to 
between 9 o'clock !n the morning ana 
6 o'clock in the afternoon, and on 
Sundays and holidays all shops in 
which liquor only ia sold are closed 

More or less absolute prohiibtion ot 
the sale of alcoholic lquors applied 
to soldiers in sixteen police districts in 
Denmark, or at least did a few months 
ago, When the statistics here quoted 
were made ayailable, and in all like- 
Ithood this number has been increased 
by now. In many of the districts this 
applies to the citizens. The use use 
of potatoes and various kinds of grain 
in the manufacture of alcohol is for: 
bidden. F'rance forbids the sale of 
absinthe. Germany forbids the sale 
of spirits to all soldiers in uniform in 
Berlin and in the province ofBran- 
denburg, and here the output of brew- 
eries and distilleries is Imited, A bill 
in preparation is said to prohiibt the 
sale of spirts entirely. 

In Holland saloons are closed earli- 
er than before the war in certain sec- 
tions, 

The use of potatoes and grain in 
Norway is restricted In the manufac- 
ture of spirits and beer, Spirits are 
sold on only four days a week, 

In Russia al) wine shops, beer sa- 
lons and government vodka shops 
were closed at the beginning of mo- 
bilization, except in hotels of the first 
class and the best restaurants, until 
the completion of mobilization, and 
this order with slight modification 
still remains in force. What change 
for a more strict enforcement of re- 
stricted alcoholic sale has been ef- 
fected since the abdication of the 
throne !s not now definite. Three 
months ago the sale of beer and wine 
in Petrograd was restricted to forty- 
nine hotels and restaurants. Light 
red and white wine may, together with 
champagne, be sold by wine merch- 
ants between 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and 6 o'clock in the evening, ex- 
cept on Saturday and the eve of fes- 
tivals, when the hours ore from 10 
until 2, The sale of all intoxicants is 
forbidden on Sunday and feast days 
Liquor in hotels and restaurants is 
supplied only with mea's. In other 
European countries few or no meas- 
ures have been taken concerning the 
sale of liquor.

Calgary, June 1.-—The annual con- 
ference of the Methodist church of 
Alberta which is in session here, passa- 
ed the following resolution today: 

“Whereas, the ideals for which we 
@re fighting in Furope—justice and 
freedom, honor and truth—are those 
ig Christianity which we preach, 
and, 

“Whereas, a voluntary system of 
service, while it has given to Canada 
an opportunity to show to the world 
its capacity for splendid service and 
self-sacrifice, and has been produc. 
tive of groat and lasting results which 
will ever resound to her glory among 
the nations of the world, nevertheless 
has not yet phoved sufficient to guar- 
antee the certainty of the permanent 
maintenance of these ideals; and, 

“Whereas, it is important that the 

endeavor should be made in vain; be 
it therefore, 
“Resolved, that this annual conference 
of the Methodist church is firmly con 
vinced that no considerations of polit- 
ical expediency should deter the gov- 
ernment of Canada in takj~g such 
steps as shall immediately cumpel into 
national e@ervice all the available re- 
sourceg of men, material and wealth 
in the Dominion in order that the 
struggle may the sooner be brought 
to an honorable, successful and perm- 
anent conclusion. 

“And, that a copy of this resolution 
be wired to the Right Hon, Sir Robert 
L. Borden, prime minister, and to Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, leader of the opposi- 
tion.” 

The f oing resolution was moved 
by Rev. Dr. Huestis, of Red Deer, 
whose eldest son was killed in action 
and was seconded by Hom.

“With a comparatively new battery 
cnly one thing could cause this, the 
owner hag added acid to the electro 
lyto, a thing which should be done by 
the car owner under no circumatances. 

"Wo had a man In here tho other 
day who had a real grievance, He had 
been touring for some Ittle time, the 
battery had given him no trouble at 
all during the last two or three days, 
but all of a sudden it seemed to have 
gone dead, In his trouble he came to 
us and asked that we open his battery 
for inspection and repair it. 

“We opened the battery and found 
that it had been over-charged. That 
ls, the generator was returning to it 
far more energy than was being used 
by starter and ‘ights, The plates were 
buckled and bent out of shape, the in- 
fulation was ruined and the active ma- 
terial in the plates (lead oxide) was 
softened and ready to crumble. In 
other words, failure to taka the tem- 
pérature of the battory or let the ser- 
vice station do it, had absolutely ruin 
ed his battery. 

“There tz euch a thing as the battery 
being killed with Kindness. We fre- 
quently have for repair batteries 
whose owners have not only kept 
them filled with distilled water, but 
kept them overfilled. When too much 
water is put into the battery the ex- 
cess is forced out thrqugh the cap. 
This excess, however, is no longer pure 
water, but diluted with acid which 
naturally eats away the case of the 
battery. 

“The jars in the Willard battery are 
subjected to severe tests before they 
leave the factory, and when we get » 
battery with a broken jar we know 
that the odds wery 100 to one it has 
not received fair play. 

“Excessive vibration and rough rid- 
ing are the two chief causes of crack- 
ed jars. The prevention suggests itself 
—cureful driving and when the riding 
is rough see to it that the battery ts 
firmly clamped down. 

“A battery that is being abused 
can't holler aloud, but to the expori- 
enced eye of ua battery expert, it 
«peaks a silent and absolutely truthful 
language.”

It may_not be common 
knowledge that the fireman Is on dnty 
twenty-four hours in the day, but auch 
is the case; certainly, he has his time 
for eating, sleeping and _ recreation, 
but he is Hable to be called out for 
duty at any moment, This means when 
there isan epidemic of outbreaks, such 
as are known in all cities, the men 
get thelr full share of work with litth 
intermission.

times, one on duty and the other then - 
being off. To institute this means an 
increased number of men in the de- 
partment, with the natural conee- 
quence—a larger payroll. Therefore, 
as previously mentioned the protect ir 
rardly Ilkely to find favor at Edmon- 
ton just at present. The matter, how- 
ever, is being threshed out at Van- 
couver and other cities, where the fire- 
men are asking for more time  frec 
‘rom duty.

Second Stage of Italian Advance 
on Isonzo Front Conducted 
With Determination — Counter 
Attacks of Enemy Repulsed.

“The second stage of the Italian 
advance on the Isonzo front, which 
oegan on May 23, has been conducted 
with as great determination and turns 
out as conspicuous success as the 
first, which won for Italy the Kuk ana 
v odice -heights. 

“Developments of Cadorna’s plans 
show he is attacking in force on a 
oroad front of 25 miles from the sea 
on the right to Playa on the left and 
the Second and Third Italian armies 
are already committed to the attack.

Petrograd, May 81, via London, 
June 1.--A conference of soldiers’ 
delegates from units now at the front 
nag passed resolutions dealing with 
the #o-called fraternization. The con 
ference declares that information 
published in the press way exagger- 
ated, Isolated cuses were not un- 
known at previous stages of the war, 
but did not affect the fighting spirit 
of the army, The truth was that the 
army was undergoing a process of 
transformation from which the men 
were to issue stronger and more con- 
sclous tu duty, 

With regard to deserters, the con 
ference was of the opinion that this 
reproach was in no wise applicable to 
the units in the interior.
